honour of God, and diſcomfort to the protetiors of the truth of Chriits

Wo” therefore enated by the Authority of this preſent Parliament, That 
the ſaid ſtatute of Repeal, and every thing therein contained, only concerning 
the ſaid Book, and the Service, Adminiſtration of Sacraiments, Rites and Ge- 
Temonies contained or appointed in, or by the ſaid Book, ſhall be void and of 
none effect, fromand after the Feaſt of the Nativive of St. John Baptiſt next 
coming : And that the ſaid Book, with the order of Service, and ot the Ad- 
miniſtration of Sacraments, Ritc3, and Ceremonies, with the alteration and 
additions therein added and appointed by this Statute, ſhall ſtand, and be, 
from; and after the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of St. John Beptije, in tull force 
and cffe&t, according to the tenour and effect of this Statute ; Any thing in 
theforcſaid Statute of Repeal tothecontrary notwithſtanding. 

And further be it enafted by the Queens Highneſs, with the aſſent of the 
Lordsand Commons in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by Authority 
of the fame, that all, and ſingular Miniſters in any Cathedral, or Pariſh- 
Church, or other place, within this Realm of England, Wales, and the March- 
es of the ſame, or other the Queens Dominions, ſhall from and after the 
Feaſt of the Nativity of St. John Baptz/t nexr coming, be bounden to ſay and 
uſe the Mattens, Evenſong , Ce.cbration of the' Lords Supper, and Admini- 
{tration of each of the Sacrament:, and all their Common and open Prayer, 
in ſuch order and form as is mentioned in the ſaid Book, ſo Authoriſed by Par: 
liament in the ſaid fitth and {xth years of the Rog of King Edward the 
Sixth ; With one alteration, or addition of certain Leſlans to.be uſed on eve- 
ry Surday in the year, and the form of the Litany altered, and corretted, and 
two ſentences only acded in the delivery of the Sacrament to the Communi- 
cants, and none other, or otherwiſe : Ard, that if any manner of Parſon, Vi- 
car, or other whatſoever Miniſter, that ought or ſhould ting, or ſay Common- 
Prayer mentionedin the ſaid Book, or Miniſter the Sacraments, from, and af- 
ter the Feaſt of the Nativity of St. Joþn Baptiſt next coming, refuſe to uſe the 
faid Common-Prayers, of to miniſter the Sacraments in ſuch Cathearal, or Pa- 
riſh Church, or other places, as he ſhould uſe ro miniſter the ſame, in ſuch 
order and form, as they be mentioned, and ſer forth in the ſaid Book, or ſhall 
wilfully, or obſtinately ſtanding in the ſame, uſe any other Rite, Ceremony, 
Order, Form, or Manner of Celebrating of the Lords Supper openly, or pri- 
vily, or Mattens, Evenſong, Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, or other open 
Prayers, then is mentioned, and ſer forth in the ſaid Book ; ( Oper Prayer in, 
and throughout this AF, is meant that Prayer, which is for other to come 
unto, or hear, either in common Churches as private Chappels, or Orato- 
rees, commonly called the Service of the Church) or (hall Preach, Declare, 
or ſpeak any thing in the derogation, or depraving of- the ſaid Book, or an 
thing therem contained, or of any part thereof, and ſhall be thereof lawful- 
ly convicted, according tothe Lawsof this Realm, by verdict oftwehe men, 
or by his own confeſſion, or by the notorious evidence of the Fact; he ſhall 
loſe, and forfeit to the Queens Highneſs, Her Heirs and Succeſſors, for his firſt 
offence, the profit of all his Spiritual Benetices or Promorions, coming or ariſ- 
ing in one whole year next after this conviction. Ant alſo that the perſon fo 
convicted, ſhall tor the ſame offerce ſufter impriſonment by the ſpace of ſix 
months without Bail or Mainpriſe. And if any ſuch perſon, once convic-of an 
offence concerning the premilles,{kall after his firſt conviction, eftſoons offend, 
and bethereof in torm atoreſaid lawfully convict ; Thar then the ſame perſon 
ſhall tor hisſecondoffence ſuffer impriſonment by the ſpace of one whole year, 
and alſo ſhall therefore be deprivedipſo faFo of all his Spiritual promotions ; 
And, that it ſhall be lawfulto all patrons, or Donours of all and ſingular the 
ſame Spiritual premotions, or of any of them; to preſent, or collate to theſame; 
As though the perſon and perſons ſo offending were dead: And that if any ſuch 
perſon or perſons after he ſhall be twice convicted informaforeſaid, ſhall offend 
againſt any ofthe prenuſes the third time,& ſhall be thereof in form aforeſaid, 
lawtully convicted; That then the perſon ſo oftending, and convicted the third 
time, ſhall be deprived zpſo fatFo of all his Spiritual promotions, and alſo ſhall 
ſufter impriſonment during his life : Andif the perſon that ſhall offend, and be 
convict in form atcreſaid, concerning any of the premiſles ſhall not be Bene- 
-ficed, nor have any Spiritual Promotion; That then the ſame perſon, {% of- 
fendigg, and convict; ſhall tor-rhe firſt oftence, ſutter impriſonment during 
one. whole year next affer his {aid conviction, without Bail or Mainpriſe : And 
it any ſuchperſun not having any Spiritual promotion, after his fri COnVICti- 
on, ſhall efrſoons oftend in any thing concerring the premiſſes, and ſhall in 
torm atoreſaid be thereof Jawfully convicted, That thenthe ſame perſon ſhall 
tor his ſecond offence ſufter impriſonment during his lite.

and form, as 1s mentioned in the ſaid Book ; Toat then cyery ſuch Perſor 
being thereot lawfully conviRted in form aboveſaid, (hall forfeit tothe Queen 
our Sovereign Lady, Her Heirs and Succeflors, for the firſt offence an hun- 
dared marks: And if any perſon, or perſons, being once convict of any ſuch Gt- 
tence, eftſoons off:nd'again any of the lait recited offences, and ſhall in torm 
aforeſaid be thereof lawfully convict : That then the ſame perſon, ſo cff-nd- 
ing andconvict, thall for the ſecond offence forfeit to the Qu:cen our Sove- 
reign Lady, Her Heirs and Succeflors,. tour hundred marks: And if any per- 
ſon, after he in form aforeſaid, ſha!l have been twice conviCt of any offence 
concerning any ofthe laſt recited offences, ſhall offend the third time, and be 
thereof in torm aboveſaid lawfully convict; That then every perſon ſo offend- 
ang and convict, ſhall for his third offence tortcit roour Sovereign, Lady: the 
Sucen all bis Goods and Chattels, and ſhall ſuffer Impriſonment during his 
Lite: Andif any perſon or perſons, that for his tirſt otfence concerning*the 
premilles, ſhall be convitt in torm aforeſaid, do not pay the ſum to be paid by 
vertue of his conviction, in ſuch manner and form, as the ſame ought to be 
paid, within ſix weeks next after his cenviction, that then every perſon ſo con- 
vict, and ſo not. paying the ſame, ſhall tor the ſame firſt offence in ttead of 
the ſaid ſum, ſufter Impriſonment by the ſpace of tix moneths without Bail or 
Mainpriſe : And if any perſon or perſons, that for his ſecond offence concern- 
ing the premiſſes ſhall be convict 1n torm aforeſaid, do not pay the ſaid ſum to 
be paid by vertue of his conviction, and this eftatute, in ſuch manner and 
form, as the ſame ought tobe paid, within fizz weeksnext after kis ſaid ſecond 
conviction; That then cvery perſon ſo convicted, and not {o paying the ſame, 
(hall tor the ſame ſecond offence, in the ſtead of the ſaid ſum, ſutrer impri- 
Tonment during twelve moneths without Bail or Mainpriſe : And. that from” 
and atrer the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of S?. John Baptiſt next coming, all 
and every perſon and perſons, inhabiting within this Realm, or any other the 
Queens Majelſties Dominions, ſhall diligently ard faithfully, having no law- 
tul or reaſonable excuſe to be.abſent, endeavour themſelves to reſort toracir 
Parifh- Church, or Chappel 'accuitomed, or upon reaſonable let thereof, ro» 
ſome uſual place, where common- prayer, and ſuch Service of God ſhall be 
uſed inſuch time cf let, upon every Sunday, and.other days oreained and uſ- 
ed to be kept as Holy days, and then and there ro abide orderly and ſoberly, 
during the time of the Common-prayer, Preachings, or other Service of God 
there to be uſed and miniſtred, upon pain of pumhment by the cenſures of 
the Church, and alſo upon pain, that every perſon io offending ſhall forteir 
tor every ſuch offence twelve pence to be levied by the Church-Wardens of 
the Pariſh wherc ſuch offence ſhall be done, to the uſe of the poor of the 
ſame Pariſh, of the gocds, lands, and tenements of {ſuch ottender, by way 
of diſtreſs. k | 

And tor due execution hereot, the, Yueens moſt Excellent majeſty, the Lords 
temporal], andall the commons in this preſent Parliament aſlemblcd, do in 
Gods Name carneltly require, ane charge all the Arch-biſhops, Bithops, and 
other Ordinaries, that they ſhall endeavour themſelves to the utrermoit of 
their knowledges, that the due and true exccution hereof may be had through. 
out their Dioceſles and Charges, as they will anſwer betore God for ſucn e- 
vils and plagues, wherewith Almighty God may juſtiy puniſh his people 
for neglecting this good and wholfom Law.

Andto the end that the true and perfe@ Copies ofthis AQ, and the ſaid Book here- 
unto annexed,may be ſatcly kept, and perpetoally preſerved, and for the avoiding of 
all diſputes for the time to come; Be it therefore EnaCted by the Authority aforeſaid, 
that the reſpetive Deans and Chapters of every Cathedral or Collegiate Courch, 
within Exgland and Wales, fhall at their proper colts and charges, before the 25th.

Provided always that whereas the Six and thirtieth Article of the Nine and thirty 
Articles agreed up9n by the Archbiſhops and Biſhops of both Provinces, and the 
whole Clergy in the Convocation holden at Londor, in the year of our Lord, One 
thonſand five hundred ſixty two, for the avoiding of diverſities of Opinions, and for 
eſtabliſhing of conſent touching true Religion, 1s in theſe words following, viz. 

That the Book of Conſecration of Archbiſhops, end Biſhoys, endOrdaining of Prieſts 
and Deacons, lately ſet forth in the time of King Ed: the Sixth, and confirmed at the ſame 
time by Authcrity of Parliament, dotb contam all tvings neceſſary to ſuch Con ſecration and . 
Ordamning, neither bath it any 1hing that »sf 41 ſelf is ſuperſtitious, and ungodly ; And 
therefore whoſoever are Conſecrated or Ordered according to 1he Rutes of that Book ſince the 
ſecond year of the aforenamed King Edward unto this time; Or hereafter ſhall be conſecrat= 
edor Ordered according to the ſame Rites, We decree all ſuch to be rightly, orderly, and 
lawfully Conſecrated and Ordered.

Providedallo, that the Bok of Common prayer, & Adminiſtration of the Sacra- 
ments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of this Charch of England, together with the 
form and manner of Ordaininz, and Confecratiug Biſhops, Prieſts, & Deacons, here- 
tofore in uſe, and reſpeQively eſtabliſhed by AR of Parliament the 1ſt. & $th. years 
of Q Fliz.(hall be {till ud ard obſerved in the Church of England, until the Fealt of 
St, baribolomew, Which [hall bes in the year of our Lord God, 1662. 


THE 
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T hath been the Wiſdom of the Church of Exg14nd, ever ſince the firſt am hemp. 

of Her publick Liturgy, to keep the Mean between the two Extreams, ol too much 
{tiffacſs in retuſing, and ot roo much ealineſs in admitting any variation trom it, For 
as on the one ſide common Experience ſheweth that whiere a chanze hath teen mace 
of things advyiſedly eſtabliſhed ( no evident neceſſity ſo requiring ) lunary inconvent» 
encies have thereupon enſuedz And thoſe many times more, and greater ti.en the 
evils that were intended to be remedied by fuch change : So on the other ſide, the 
particular Forms of Divine Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies appornted ro be 
nd therein, being things in their own nature indifferent, and alterable, and fo ac- 
knowledged,; Itis but reaſonable, that upon weighty and important conſiderations, 
according to the various exigency of times and occaſions, ſuch changes and altera- 
tions ſhould be made therein, as to thoſe that are in place of Authority ſhould trom 
time to time ſeem either neceſſary or expedient. Accordingly we fird , that inthe 
Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory lince the Reformation, the Church up- 
on jult and weighty conſiderations Her thereunto moving), hath yielded to make ſuch 
alcerations in ſore particulars, as in their reſpeQive times were thought convent- 
ent : Yet ſo, as that the main Body and Eſſentials of it ( as well in the chieteſt ma- 
terials, as in the frame and order theceof) have ſtill continued tte ſame unto this day, 
and do yet {tand firm andunſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vatnattemprs and impe- 
twous aſſaults made againſt it, by ſuch men as are given to change, and have always 
diſcoverea a greater regard to their own private fancies and 1nterctts, then to that 
duty they owe to the Publick. PL F : 

By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the nſe of the Liturgy 
(though enjoyned by the Laws of the-Land, and thoſe Laws never yer repeal- 
ed) came, during the late unhappy contuſions, to be diſcontinued , is too well 
known to the world, and we are not willing here to remember. But when upon 
His Majeſties happy Reſlauration it ſeemed probable, that amongſt other things, 
the uſe of the Liturgy aiſo would return of courſe, (the ſame having never teen 
legally aboliſhed,) unleſs ſome timely means were ufed ro prevent it; thoſe men 
who under the Jate uſu ; ; 
render the people diſaffefted thereunto, ſaw themſelves in point of reputation 
and intereſt concerned (unleſs they would freely acknowledge themſelves to have 
erred, which ſach men are very hardly brought todo) with their utmoſt endea- 
yours to hinder the reſticution thereot. In order whereunto, divers Pamphlets 
were publiſhed againſt the Book of Common Prayer, the old Objeions multered 
up, with the addition of ſome new ones more then formerly had been made, to 
make the number ſwell, In fine, great importuaities were uſed to His Sacred Ma- 
jelty, that the ſaid Book might be Reviſed , and ſoch Alterations therein , and 
Additions thereunto made,as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of tender 
Conſciences: Whereunto His Majeſty out of His pious Inclination to give ſatisfaQti- 


on (ſo far as could be reaſonably expetted) to all His Subjets of what perſwaſion 


ſoever,did gracioully.condeſcend; : ; 

In which Review we have endeavoured to obſerve the like Moderation, as we 
find to have been uſed in the like cafe ia former times. And therefore of the ſfur- 
dry Alterations propoſed unto us, we have” rejefted all fuch as were either of 
dangerous conſequence ( as ſecretly- ſtriking at ſome eſtabliſhed Dottrine , or 
Jaudable PcaQtiſe of the Church of England, or indeed of the whole Catholick 
Church of Chrift) or elſe of no cenſequence at all , but utterly frivolous and 
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d powers had made it a great part of their buſineſs to - 


vain, But ſuch Al:erations as were tendred to us ( by what perſons, under what 
pretences, or to what purpoſe ſoever fo tendred) as ſeems to us In any Cezree 
requiſite or expedient, we have willingly 2nd of our own accord aſſented unto; 
Not enforced [9 to do by any ſtrength of Argument, convincing ns of the n+ 
celity of making the ſaid Alterations: For we are tully perlwad:d in our Judg* 
ments ( and we here profeſs it to the world ) that the Book, as it ſtzed betore e- 
ſtabliſhed by Law, doth notcontain in it any thing contrary to thie Word ot God, or 
to foundDetrine,or which aGodly man may not with 2 govd conſcience uſe and li;b- 
mit unto, Cr which is not tairly defenſible againſt any that ſhall oppoſe i.e ſame; 
If it (hill b2 allowed ſuch jult and favourable con{truttion as in common equity ought 
to be allowed to all Humane writings, eſpecially luch as are ſet forth by Authority, 
aad even to the very beſt tranſlations of the holy Scripture it ſelt. 

Our general aim therefore in this undertaking was, not to gratifie this or that 
farty many their unreaſonable demands, but to do that which to our bett under - 
ttand1ngs we conceived might molt tend to the preſervation of Peace and Unity in 
th2 Church; The procuring of Rererence, and exciting of Piety and Devotion 1a 
the Publick Worſhip of God z And the cutting off occaſion trom 1hem that ſeek 
occaſion of Cavil, cr quarrel againſt the Licurgy of t1e C:urch. And as t0the ſe- 
veral variations trom the tormer Book, whether by Alteration, Addition, or otner- 
wile, it ſhall ſutfice to give this general account, That molt of the Alterations were 
made, etther ficlt tor the better direction of them that are to officiate in any part 
of Divine Service; which is chiefly done in the Kalendarsand Rubricks : Cr ſecond- 
ly, tor the more proper expreſſing of ſome words or phrales of ancient uſege, in 
terms more ſuitable to the Language of the preſent times, and the clearer explana» 
tion of ſome other words and phraſes, that were either of doubtful ſignification, or 
otherwiſe liable to miſconſtruttion: Or thirdly, tor a more pertect rendring of ſect: 
portions of holy Scripture as are inſerted into the Liturgy ; which in the Epiltles 
and Golpels eſpecially, and 1n ſrndry other places are now ordered to be read ac- 
cording to the laſt trantlation : And that it was thought convenient, that ſome Pray 
ers and Thanksgiviogs, ficted to ſpecial occaſions, ſhould be added in their due 
places; particularly for thoſe arSza, together with an Office for theBaptiſm of ſuch as 
are of riper years; which although not ſoneceſſary when the tormer Book was com- 
piled, yet bythe growth of Anabaptiſm, through the licentiouſneſs of the late times 
crept 10 amonglt us, is now become neceſſary, and may te always uſetvl for the bap- 
tizing of Natives, in our Plantations, and others converted tothe Faith, It any 
man, who ſhall deſire a more particular account of the {everal alterations in any 
part of the Liturgy, ſballtake the pains to compare tae preſent Book with the tor- 
mer ; we doubt not but the reaſon of the change may eaſily appear, ; 

_ And having thus endeavoured to diſcharge our duties in this weighty Aﬀeair, as 
inthe ſight of God, and to approve our ſincerity therein ( ſo far as lay in us) to the 
conſciences of all men, alchough we know it impoſſible ( in ſuch varicty of apprehen- 
lions, humours, and intereſts, asare inthe world) to pleaſe all; Nor can expedts 
that men of faious, peeviſh, and perverſe ſpirits ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing 
that can be done in this kind by any other thenthemſclyes : Yet we nave good hopes 
that what is here preſented, and hath been by the Convocations of both Provinces 
with great diligence examined and —_—_— will be alſo weil accepted, and ap- 


proved by all ſober, peaccable, an truely conſcientious ſons of tae Church of 
England,

q Concerning the Service of the CHURCH. 


i += was never any thing by the wit of Man ſo well de- 


viſed , or ſo ſure Eftabliſhed, which, in continuance of 


time, hath not been corrupted : As, among, other things , it 
may plamly appear by the Common Prayers in the Church, 
commonly called Divize Service. The firſt original and ground 
whereof: if aman would ſearch out by the ancient Fathers, 
he ſhall fmd that the ſame was not ordained but of a good 
purpoſe, ard for a great advancement of Godlinefs : Por they 
{0 ordered the matter, that all the whole Bible, (or the great- 
eſt partthereof_) ſhould be read oyer once every 'year ; In- 
tending thereby, that'the Clergy, and eſpecially fuch as were 
Miniſters in the Congregation, ſhould ( by often reading , and 
meditation in Gods Word) be ſtirred up to godlineſs them- 
telves, and be more ableto exhort others by wholſome doc- 
trine, and to confute them that were adverſaries to the Truth: 
and further, that the people, ( by dayly hearing of holy Scrip- 
ture read inthe Church ) might continually profit more and 
more mn the knowledge of God, and be the more inflamed 
withthe love of his true Religion. l 

But theſe many years paſſed, this Godly and decent Order 
of the ancient Fathers hath been ſo altered, broken, and nc- 
glefted, by panting in uncertain Stories and Legends, with 
multitude of Reſponds, Verſes, vain Repetitions, Commemo- 
rations and Synodals'; that commonly when any Book of the 
Bible was begun, after three or four Chapters were read ont, 
all the reft were unread. And in this ſortthe Book of Iſaiah 
was begun in eAdvent, and the Book of Genefrs in Septuape- 
ma, but they were only begunand nevyerread through : Af- 
ter luke fort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And 


moreover, whereas St. Paxl would have ſuch language ſpoken 
to the Pcople in the Church as they might underitand, and 
have profit by hearing the ſame; the Service in this Church 
of England theſe many years, hath been read in Latin to the 
people, Which they underitand not ; So that they nave heard 
with their ears onely, and their heart, ſpirit, and mind have 
not been edified thereby. And furthermore, notwithſtanding 
that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſever 
Portions, whereof every one was called a No#1rn: Now of 
late time, a few of them have been dayly ſaid, and the reft ut- 
terly omitted. Moreover, the number and hardneſs of the 
Rules called the Pe, and the manifold changings of the Ser- 
vice was the cauſe; thar to turn the Book only was ſo hard and 


intricate a matter, that many times chere was more buſineſs 


to td out what ſhould be read, then to read it when it was 
found our. 

Theſe inconveniencies therefore confidered, here is ſer 
forth ſuch an Order, whereby theſame ſhall be redrefied. And 
for a readineſs in this matter, herc is drawn out aKalendar 
for that purpoſe, which is plam and caſic ro be underſtood; 
wherein ( ſo much asmay be ) the reading of holy Scripture 
is fo fet forth, thar all tings ſhall bedone in order, without 
breaking one piece from another. For this cauſe be cut of 
Anthems, Reſponds,  Invitatories, and ſuch like things as 
a break the continual courſe of the reading of the Scrip» 
are. 

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there 
muit be ſome Rules ; therefore certain Rules are | here ſer 
forth; which, as they are ſew in number, ſo they are plain _

caſic to be underſtood, So that here you have an Order 
for Praycr, and for the reading of the holy Scriptare, much 
agreeable to the rnind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a 
orcat deal more profitable and commodious , then that which 
of late was uſed. Ir is more profitable, becauſe here are lefr 
- out many things, whereof fome are untrue, ſome uncertain, 

{ome vam and ſuper'iitious; and nothing 15 ordained to be 
read bur the very pure Word of God, tlie holy Scriptures, 
or that which is agreeable to the ſame; and that in ſuch a lan- 
guage and order, as is moit cafe and plain forthe underſtand- 
my toth of the Readers and Rearers.lt is allo more commodt- 
ous , both ſor the ſhortnels thereof, and for the playnneis of 
the Order, and for that the Rules be few and caſte. 

And whereas keretofore there hath been great diverſity in 
ſaying, and ſinging, in Churches within this Realm; ſome tol- 
lowing, S2/:5-;ry Uſe, fome Hereford Uſe, and ſome the Uſe of 
B::gor, 1ome of York, ſame of Lincoln; now from henceforth 
ail tie whole Reaim ſhall have but one Uſe. 

And foraſmuch as nothing can. be ſo plainly ſet forth, but 
doubts may ariic in the uſe and pradtice of the fame; to ap- 
peaſe all ſuch diverfity ( if any ariſe ) and for the refolution 
of all doubts, concerning the manner how to underſtand, 40 


the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, who by his diſcretion ſhall take ox- 
der for the quieting and appealing of the ſame; ſo that the 
{ame order be not contrary to-any ms contained in this 
Book. And if the Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then he 
may ſend for the reſolution thercof to the Arch-biſhop.

Of CEREMO N TES, Why ſome be Aboliſhed, and ſome retained. 


F ſuch Ceremonies as be uſed inthe Church, and have had their beginning by the inſtitution of Man, ſome at the firit were 

oi godly intent and purpoje deviſed, and yet at length turned to yanity and ſuperſtition : Some centred into the Church by 
undiſcreet deyotion and tfuch a Zeal as was without knowledge; and for becauſe they were winked at in the beginning, they 
grew daily ro more and more abuſes, which not only .tor their unprofitableneſs, but alfo becauſe they have much blind- 
cd che people, and obſcured the glory of God, are worthy to be cut away, and clean rejected : Other there-be, which although 
they have been deviſed by Man, yet itis thought good to reſerve them fill, as well for adecent order in the Church ( for the

- And whereas in this our time, the minds of men are ſo diverſe, that ſome think it a great matter of conſcience to depart from 
apicce of the lcaſt of their Ceremonies, they be ſo additedto their old cuſtoms; and againon the other ſide, ſome be ſonew- 
 faneled,that they would innovate all things, and ſo deſpiſe the 01d,that nothing can like them, but thar is nevr: It was thought ex- 
_pedient, not fo much to have reſpect how to pleaſe and ſatishe either of theſe parties, as how to picaſe God, and profit them 
both. And yet leſt any man ſhould be offended, whom good reafon mightſatisfie, here be certain cauſes rendred, why ſome 
ofthe accuſtoined Ceremonies be put away, and tome retained and kept ſtill. 

Same are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them hath fo increaſed in theſe latter days, that the burthen 
of thein was intolerable : whereof St. Arga/tire in his time complained, that they-were grown to'ſuch- a number, that thee: 
ſrare of Chriſtian People was in worſe caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he counſelled, that ſuch yoke and 
burthen ſhould be taken away, as time would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would St. Augu/tize have ſaid, if he-had feen the 
Ceremonies cf late days uſed among us; whereunto the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared ? This 9ur exceſ- 
ſive multitude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark, that they did more confound and darken, then declare 
and ſet forth Chritts benefits unto.us. And beſides this, Chrifts Goſpelis not a Ceremonial Law ( as much of Aoſes Law was -) 

| but it is'a Religion to ſerye God, not in bondage of the figure or ſhadow, but in the freedom of thefpirit ; being con- 

tent only with thoſe Ceremonies which do ſerve toa decent Order, and Godly diſcipline, and ſuch as be apt to ſtir up.the dull 

mind of nan tothe remembrance of his Duty tro God, by ſome notable and ſpecial fignification, whereby he might be edified: 
Furthermore,the moſt weighty cauſe ofthe aboliſhment of certain:Ceremonies was, That they were o far abuſed; partly by the 
ſuperſtitious blindneſs of the rude and unlearned, and partly by the unfatiable avaric2 of ſuchas ſought more their own lucre, 
then the glory of God, that the abuſes could not well be taken away, the thing remaining fill. We OD 

But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which peradventure w1ll be oftended, for that ſome of the 014 Ceremonies are retain- 
ed ſtill: If they conſider, that without ſome Ceremonies itis not poſſible to keep any Order or quiet Diſcipline in the Church, + 
chey ſhall cafily perceive juſt cauſe to reform their Judgments, And if they think much, that any of the old do remain, 'and 
would rather have all deviſed anew: Then ſuch mengranting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely where the old 

-may be well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprove the old only for their age, without bewraying'of their own folly. 
Eor in fuch a caſe they ought rather to have revererice unto them for their antiquity, if they will declare themſelves to be more 
ſtudious of upiry. and concord, then of innoyarions,and ety ah eng which,C as much as may be with true ſetting forth of 
ChriftsRe!121on ) ts always to be eſchewed. Furtheriore,ſuch ſhall have nojuſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be offend- 
cd.For as tlioſc are taken away which were moſt abuſed, and. did burden mens conſciences without any cauſe ; ſo the other 
that remain are retained for a diſcipline and Order which ( upon juft cauſes ) may bealtercd and change, and therefore arc 
no: to be efteemed equal with Gods Law. And moreover, they be neither- dark nor dumb Ceremomies, bat are ſo ſet forth, that 
every man may underitand what they do mean , and to what uſe they do ferve. $5 that it is not like that -they in time to. come 
ſhou'd be abnſed as other havebeen.

Teſts ſaith 
unto her, Woman, wiat have [ to do with thee? mige 
hour 1s not yet come. H's mother ſaith unto the ſer- 
vants, Whiatloever he ſaith unto you,do it. And there 
were ſet there fix'water-pots of {tone,after the man- 
ner of the purifying of the Jews, containinz two or 
tare? firxins apiece. Jeſus {aith unto them, Fill the wa- 
ter-pots with water. And thty !illed them up to the 
brim. And he ſaith unto them, Draiy ont now and 
bear unto the gov2rnour of the feaſt. And they bare 
it, When the ruler of the feaſt had tafted the water 
that was made wine, and knew not whence it was ,

Then faith Je- 
ius unto him,Get thee hence, Saran,for it is written, 
T hon ſhalt worſhip the Lord thy God, and him only 
ſhalt thou ſerve. Then the devil leaveth him; and be- 
hold angels came and miniſtred unto him.

But he who was of the bond-woman, 
was born after the fleſh ; but he of the free-woman, 
was by promiſe. Which things are an allegory : for 
theſe are the two covenants; the one from the mount 
S1nal,which gendreth to bondage, which is Agar.Por 
this Agar 1s mount Sinai in Arabia,and anſwereth to 
Jeruſalem which now is, and is in bondage with her 
children.But Jeruſalem which is above is free; which 
1s the motier of us all.For it is written, Rejoyce thou 
barren that bearelt not; break forth and cry.thou that 
travaileſt not : for the deſolate hath many more chil- 
dren then ſhe which hath an husband. Now we bre- 
thren,as Iſaac was,are the children of promile. But as 
then,he that was born after the fleſh, perſecuted him 
that was born after the ſpirit ; even ſo it is now.

.J of Tiberias. And a great multitude followed him, 
becaule they ſaw his miracles which he did on them 
that were diſeaſed. And Jeſus went up into a moun- - 
tain,and there he fat with his diſciples. And the paſ- 
ſover,a fealt of the Jews was nigh. When Jeſus then 
Iift up his eyes,and ſaw a great company come unto 
him,he faith unto Philip, Whence ſhall we buy bread 
that theſe may eat? ( And this he ſaid toprove him ; 
for he himſelf knew what he would do. ) Philip an- 
{weredhim, I wo hundred peny-worth of bread is not 
ſufficient for them, that every one of them may take 
a little.

(Then was fulfilled that which was 

Ipoxen by Jeremy the prophet,faying, And they took 

the thirty pieces of ſilver, the price of him that was 

vaiuved, whom they of the children of Iſrael did va- 

1uc,& gave them for the potters field,as the Lord ap- 

pointed me- AndJeſus ſtood beforetie governour;& 

the governour asked him,ſaying,Artthou the kiag of 
Q1e Jews? And Jeſus ſaid unto him, Thou ſayeſt, And

when he was accuſed of the chief prieſts and elders, he 


anſwered nothing. Then faith Pilate unto Mm, Hear« 
eſt thou not how many things they witneſs againſt 
thee? and he aniwered him to never a word, in- 
{omuch that the governour marvelled greatly. Now 
at that feaſt the governour was wont to releaſc unto 
the people a priſoner, whom they would. And they 
had then a notable priſoner,called Barabbas. There- 
fore when they were gatheredrogether, Pilate ſaid un- 
to them, Whom will ye that I releaſe unto yon ? Ba- 
rabbas, or Jeſus which 1s called Chriſt ? For he knew . 
that for eavy they had delivered him. When he was 
ſet down on the judgment-ſeat,his wife ſent untohim, 
ſaying, Have thou nothing to do with that juſt man : 
for I have ſuffered many things this day in a dream 
becauſe of him. But the chict prieſts and elders per- 
{waded the mulritude that they ſhould ask Barabbas, 
and deſtroyJeſus. The governour anſwered and ſaid 
unto them, whether of the twain will ye that I releaſe 
unto you? They aid, Barabbas.Pilate ſaith unto them, 
What ſhall I do then withJeſus,which is called Chriſt? 
They all ſay unto him,Let him be crucified. And the 
governour faid, Why,what eyil hath hedone?But they 
cryed out the more,faying,Lechim be crucified. When 
Pilate ſaw that he could prevail nothing, but that ra- 
ther atumult was made, he took water,and waſhed his 
hands before the multitude, ſaying, I am innocent of 
the blood of thisjuſt poor they ye toit. Then anſwer- 
cd all the people,and ſaid, His blood be on us,and on 


our children. 'Thenrelealed he Barabbas unto them, 
and when he had ſcourged Jeſus, he deliveredhim to be 
crucified. Then the ſouldiers of the governour took 
Jeſus into the common-hall, and gathered unto him 


the whole band of ſouldiers. And they ſtripped him, 
and put on him a ſcarlet robe. And when they had 
platted a crown of thorns: they put it upon his head, 
and a reed in his right hand: and they bowed the knee 
before him,and mocked him,ſfaying, Hall king of the 
Jews. And they ſpit upon him,and took the reed, and 
ſmote himon the head. And after that they had mec- 
ked kim,they took the robe off from him,and put his 
oven raiment on him,& led him away to crucihe him. 
Ard as they came out, they found a man of Cyrene,Si- 
mon by name: him they compelled to bear his croſs. 
And when they werecome unto a place calledGolgo- 
tha,thatisto ſay,a place of a ſcull;they gave him vine- 
ger to drink, mingled with gall: 6&& when hehad taſted 
thereof, he would not drink. And they crucified him, 
and parted his garments,caſting lots; that it might be 
fulfilled, which was ſpoken by the prophet, They par- 
ted my garments among them, and upon my veſture 
did they cait lots. And fitting down, they watched 
kim there; ſet up over his head his accuſation writ- 
ten;7 1213 1S FESUS THE KING OF THE FEWS. 
Then were there twothieves crucihed with him: one 
on the right hand, and another onthe left. And they 
that pailed by, reviled him, wagging their heads, and 
ſaying, Thou that deſtroyeſt the temple,& buildelt it 
in threedays,ſave thy ſelf: if thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the croſs. Likewile allo the chief 
prieſtsmocking him,withthe ſcribes6& elders,faid,He 
taved others, himſelf he cannot ſave:if hebethe king of 
Iſrael, let him now come down fromthe croſs, & we 
willbelieve him. Hetruſledin God;let him deliverhim 
now, if he will have him ; for he ſaid, I am the'Son of 
God. Thethieves alſo which werecrucihied with him, 
caſt the ſame'in his teeth.

there was darkneſs over all the land, unto the ninth* 
hour. And about the ninth hour, Jeſus cryed with a

Some of them that ſtood there, when they heard thar, 
ſaid, This man callech for Elias. And ſtratghtway one 
of them ran,&took a ſpunge,and hiled it with vineger, 
and putit on a rced, and gave him to drink. The relt 
ſaid,Let be,let us ſee whether Elias will come to ſave 
him. Jeſus, when he had crycd again with a loud voice, 
yielded upthe gholt. And behold,the vail of the tem-

were opened, and many bodies of ſaints which llepr, 
aroſe, and came out of the graves aſter his reſurre- 
ction,and went into the holy city,and appcared unto 
many.

And there were 
lome that had indignation within themſelves, ſaid, 
Why was this waſt of the oigtment made?For itmight 
have been ſold for more then three hundred pEnce,& 
have beengivento the poor:& theymurmured againſt 
her. AndJeſus ſaid,Let her alone, why tronbleyouher? 
ſhe hath wrought a good work on me. For ye havethe 
poor with you always,and whenſ@ever ye will, yemay 
do them good: but me ye have not always. She hath 
done whar ſhe could: ſhe is come aforchand to anoinr 
my body to the burying. Verily I ſay untoyou, Where- 
ſoever this goſpel ſhall be preached throughout the 
whole world,this alſo that ſhe hath done, ſhall be ſp9- 
ken of for a memorial of her. And Judas [ſcariot,one 
of thetwelve,went untothe chief prieſts,to betrayhim 
unto them. And when they heard it,they were glad,& 
promiſed to give him money. And he fought how he 
m1ghr conveniently betray him. And the firſt day of 
unleavened bread,when they killedthe paſſorer, hisdi- 
{ciples ſaid unto him, Where wilt thou that we go &' 
prepare,that thou mayelt eat the paſſover ? And he 
lendeth forth two of hisdiſciples,and fatthunto them, 
Goye into the city,& there ſhall meet youa manbear- 
ing a pitcher of water: {ollow him. And whereſoever 
he ſhall go in, ſay yeto the good-man of the houſe, The 
Maſter taith,where is the guelt-chamber, where { ſhall 
eat the paſlover with my diſciples? And he will ſhew 
you a large upper-room furniſhed and prepared;,there 
make ready for us. And his dilciples went forth, and 
came into th2 city,and foundas he had faidtuntothem: 
and they made ready the pallover. And in the evenin 
he cometh with the twelve. And as they ſat,& didcar, 
Teſus ſaid, Verily I ſay untoyou,One of you wihicheat- 
ethwith me, hall betray me. Andthey began ro be for- 
cowful, & to ſay unto him one byone,Is it If&another 
ſaid,Is it I? And he anſwered and faid unto them, It is 
one of the twelve that dippeth with me 1n the diſh, 
the Son of man indecd goeth as 1t is written of him : 
but wo to that man by whom the Son of man 1s be- 
trayed: zood wereit for that man if he had never been 
born. And asthey did cat, Jeſustook bread,and blelled, 
and brake it,and gave to them, and ſaid, Take,car : 
This is my body-And he took the cup, when hebad 
oven thanks, he gave lt to tnem : ana they all drank 
of it. And he laid unto them, This is my bloud of te 
New Teſtament, which is ſhed for many.Verily 1 jay 
unto you, wildrink no more of the {rultol the v _ 
| Ns, UC: 
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until that day that I drink it new in the kingdom of 
(God And whenthey had ſung an hymn,they went out 
into the mount of Olives-And Jeſus ſaith untothem, 
All ye ſhall be offended becauſe of methis night:for it 
is written, 1 will [mite the ſhepherd,and the ſheep ſhaH 
be ſcattered. But after that 1 am rilen,l will go before 
yOu into Galilee, But Peter {a:d unto him, Althoughall 
thall be offtended,yet will not I. Ard Jeſus ſaith unto 
him, Verily I ſay unto thee, that this day,even in this 
night,before-the cock crow twice,thou ſhalt deny me 
thrice. But he ſpake the more vehemently, If I ſhould 
die with thee, 1 will not deny thce in any wiſe. 
Likewiſe alſo ſaid they all. And they came to a 
place which was named Gethſemane : and he ſaith 
fo his diſciples, Sit ye here, while I ſhallpray. 
And he taketh with him Peter,and James, and John, 
and begzn to be ſore amazed, and to be very 
hcavy , and faith unto them, My ſoul is exceeding 
{orrowful unto death; tarry ye here, and vyatch. 
And he went forward a little, and fell on the 
cround,and prayed, that if it were poſltble, the hour 
might paſs from him. And he ſaid, Abba,Father ; all 
£hinvs are poſlible unto thee; take away this cup from 
me:nexcrtheleſs,not what I will, but what thou wilt. 
And he cometh,& findeth them ſleeping,& faith unto 
Peter, Simon, ſleepeſt thou ? could{t not thou watch 
one hour? watch ye and pray, lelt ye enter into tem- 
ptation:the ſpirit truly 1s ready, but the fleſh is weak. 
And again ke went away,and prayed, and ſpake the 
fame words.And whea he returned,he found them a- 
fleep again (for their eyes were heavy ) neither wilt 
they what to anſwer him. And he cometh the third 
zime,and ſaith untothem,Sleep on now,andrake your 
reſt: ir is enough,the hour is come,Behold,the Son of 
man is betrayed into the hands of 1inners, Riſe up let 
us go; io, he that betrayeth me is at hand. And imme- 
{liately,while he yet ſpake, cometh Judas one of the 
twelve,and with him a great multitude, with ſwords 
2nd ſtaves, from the chief prieſts and the ſcribes, and 
the elders. And he that betrayed him, had given them 
2 token,ſfaying, Whomſozver I ſhall kifs,that ſame is 
he,take him and lead him away fatcly. And aſſoon as 
he was come,be gocth ſtraightway to him, and faith, 
Maſter, Maſter,& kifled him. And tkey laidtheir hands 
on him,and took him. And one of them that ſtood by, 


drew a fword,and ſmote a ſervant of the high prieſt, 


. and cut off hisear. And Jeſus anſwered,and laid unto 
them, Are ye come out as againlt a thief, with ſwords 
and with fkaves to take me? wasdaily with you inthe 
temple, teachinz,and ye took me not : but the (crip- 
gures mult be fylhlled. And they all forſook him, and 
fled. And there followed him a certain young man, 
having a linen cloth caſt about his naked body; and 
the young men laid hold on him. And heleft the linen 
cloth,and fled from them naked. And they led Jeſus 
away tothe high prieſt,and with him were aſembled 
all the chief prieſts,and the elders,and the ſcribes;& 
Peter followed him afaroff,even into thepalace of the 
high prieſt:and he fat with the ſervants, and warmed 
bimſelt at the fire: And the chief prieſts, and all the 
counſel ſought for witneſs againſt Jeſus to put himto 
aeath,and found none.For many hare falſe witneſs a- 
gainſt him, but theirwitneſs agreed not together. And 
therearoſe certain,& bare falſe witneſsagainſthim,ſay- 
ing,Wehcardhim fay,lwill deſtroy this temple that is 
made with hands, and within three days 1 will build 
2nother made without hands.But neither ſodid their 


witneſs agree together. And the high prieſt ſtood up 
in the midſt, and asked Telus, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou 
nothing? what is it which theſe witneſs againſt thee ? 
But he held his peace,& anſwered nothing. Again the 
high prieſt asked him,and ſaid unto him, Art thou the 
Chriſt,the Son of the bleſſed? And Jeſus ſaid, I am; & 
ye ſhall ſee the Son of man ſitting on the right hand of 


 power,and coming in the clouds of heaven. Then the 


high prieſtrent his clothes, & ſaith,what need weany 
farther witneſles? ye have heard the blaſphemy: what 
think ye? And they all condemned him to be guilty of 
death. And ſome beganto ſpit on him,and to cover his 
face,andto buffet him,and to ſay unto him,Propheſie; 
& the ſervants did ſtrike him with the palms of their 
hands. And as Peter was beneath in the palace, there 
cometh one of the maids of the high prieſt;and when 
ſhe ſaw Peter warming himſelf, ſhe looked upon him, 
and ſaid, And thou alſo waſt with Jeſus of Nazareth. 
But he denied, ſaying:I know not, neither underſtand 
I what thou ſayeſt. And he wentout intothe porch,& 
the cock crew.And a maid ſaw him again,and began 
to ſay to them that ſtood by, This isone of them. And 
he denied it again. And alittle after, they.that ſtood 
by, ſaid again to Peter, Surely thou art one of them; 
for thou art a Galilean,& thy ſpeech agreeth thereto. 
But he beganto curſe and to {wear,ſaying,I know not 
this man of whom ye ſpeak. And the ſecond time the 
cock crew. And Peter called to mind the word that 
Jeſus ſaid unto him, Before the cock crow twice,thou 


ſhalt deny me thrice, And whenhe thought thereon, 
he wept. 
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He Lord God hath opened mine car,6& I was not 1, $0. x. 


rebcllious,neither turned away back. I gave my 
back to the ſmiters,S& my cheeksto them that plucked 
offthe hair:I hid not my face from ſhame & ſpitting. 
For the Lord God will help me,therefore ſhall I notbe 
confounded: therefore havel ſet my facelike a flint,& 
I know that I ſhall not be ond. He 1s near that 
juſtifeth me, who will contend with me? Let us ſtand 
together; who is nine adverſary? let him come near 
to me.Behold,the Lord God will help me; who is he 
that ſhall condemn me ? lo,they all ſhall wax old as a 
garment: the moth ſhall eat them up. Who is among 
you that feareth the Lord, that obeyeth the voice of 
his ſervant,thatwalketh in darkneſs, hathno light ? 
let him truſt in the name of the Lord, and ſtay upon 
his Goa.Behold,all ye that kindle a fire,that compaſs 
your ſelvesabout with ſparks;walkin the lightof your 
fire,and in the ſparks that ye have kindled. This ſhall 
ye have of mine hand, ye ſhall lie down in ſorrow.

ANG ſtraightway in the morning, the chief prieſts s. ark 


eld a conſultation with the elders and ſcribes,& 25-1» 
the whole council, and bound Jeſus, and carried him 
away, and delivered him to Pilate. And Pilate asked 
him, Art thou the king of theJews? And he anſwering, 
ſaid unto him, Thou fayjelt it. And the chief Prieſts ac- 
cuſed him of many things : but he anſwered nothing. . 
And Pilate asked him again, ſaying, Anſwereſt thou _ 
nothing?behold how many things they witneſsagainſt 
thee. But Jefus yet an{wered-nothing : ſo that Pilate 
marvelled.Now at that feaſt he releaſed untothem one 
priſoner, whomloever they deſired. And there was one 
named Barabbas,which lay bound with them that had 
made infurcectionwith him, who had committed mur- 


der 
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der in the inſurretion. And the multitude crying a- 
loud,beganto deſire himto do as he had ever doneun- 
to them. But Pilateanſwered them, ſaying, Will yethat 
I releaſe unto you the king of the Jews? (for he knew 
that the chief pricſts had delivered him for envy)But 
the chief prieſts moved the people,that he ſhould ra- 
ther releaſe Barabbas untothem. And Plate anſwered, 
and faid again unto them, What will ye then that I 
ſhall do unto him whom ye call the king of the Jews? 
and they cryed out again, Crucihe him. Then Pilate 
ſaid unto them, Why,whatevil hath he done?and they 
cryed out the more exceedingly,Crucihe him. And ſo 
Pilate,willing to content the people,releaſed Barab- 
bas unto them, and delivered Jeſus, when he had 
ſcourged him , to be crucified. And the ſouldiers 
led him away into the hall, called Pretorium ; and 
they call together the whole band. And they clothed 
him with purple, and platted a crown of thorns, and 
put it about his head,& began to ſalute him, Hail king 
of the Jews. And they ſmote him on the head with a 
reed,and did ſpit upon him, and bowing their knees, 
worſhipped him. And when they had mocked him, 
they took off the purple from him, and put his own 
clothes on him,and led him out to cruciſte him. And 
they compel one Simon a Cyrenian, who patiled by , 
coming out of the countrey, the father of Alexander 
and Rufus,to bear his croſs. And they bring him unto 
the place Golgotha, which is, being interpreted,rhe 
place of a ſcull. And they gave him to drink wine 
mingled with myrrhe ; but he received it not. And 
whenthey hadcrucihed him, they parted his garments, 
caſting lots upon them, what every man ſhould take. 
And it was the third hour,& they crucihed him. And 
the ſuperſcription of his accuſation was written over, 
THE KING OF THE JEWS. And with him they 
crucitied two thieves, the one on his right hand, and 
the other on his left. And the ſcripture was fulhlled 
which faith, and he was numbred with the tranſgre(- 
ſours. And they that palled by,railed on him,wagging 
their heads, and ſaying, Ah, thou that deſtroyeſt the 
temple,and buildelt it in three days,ſave thy lelf,and 


come down from the croſs. Likewiſe alſo the - chief 


prieſts mocking, {aid among themſelves, with the 
{cribes, He ſaved others, himiclf he cannot ſave. Let 
Chriſt the king of Iſrael deſcend now from the croſs, 
that we may ſcc and believe. And they that were cru- 
cited with him,reviled him. And when the ſixth hour 
was come, there was darkneſs over the whole land 
until the ninth hour. Andat the ninth hour Teſts cry- 
cd withaloud voice, ſaying,Elci,Eloi,lama ſabacktha- 
212 which is,being interpreted, My God,my God,why 
haſt thou forſaken me? And ſome of them that ſtood 
by, when they heard it,ſaid, Behold, he calleth Elias. 
And one ran,6 filled a ſpunge full of vineger, & put 
It onareed,& gave himto drink,faying,Let alone; let 
us ſee whether Elias will cometo take him down. And 
Jeſus cryed with a loud voice,and gave up the ghoſt. 
And the vail of the temple was rent in twain from 
the top to the bottom. And when the centurion which 

ood over againſt him,ſaw that he ſo cryed out,and 


gave up the ghoſt, he ſaid, Truly this man was the 
von of God, 
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"Wi VY YHeaca teſtament is,there muſt alſo of neceſſity

be the death of the teſtatour : for a teſtament 


1s of force after men are dead ; otherwiſe it is of no 


x ger «Y 


ſtrength at all whilſt the teſtatour Iiveth. Wherenpo? 
neitherthe firſtteſtament wasdedicatedwithoutbloud: 
For when Moſes had ſpoken every precept to all the 
people according to the law, he took the blood of 
calves,and of goats, withwater & ſcarlet wool,& hyt- 
ſop, and ſprinkled both the book and all the people, 
ſaying, This isthe blood of the teſtament, which God 
hath enjoyned unto you. Moreover, he ſprinkled like- 
wiſe with blood both the tabernacle,and all the veſlels 
of the miniſtry. And almoſt all things are by the law 
purged with blood; and without ſhedding of blood is 
no remiſſion. It was therefore neceſlary that the pat- 
terns of things in the heavens ſhould be purified with 
theſe;but the heavenly things themſelves with better 


{acrifices then theſe. For Chriſt 1s not entred into the 


holy places made with hands,which are the ftguresof 
the truc, but into heaven it ſelf, now to appear in tke 
preſence of God for us ; nor yet that he ſhould offer 
himſelf often, as the high prieſt entreth into the holy 
place every year with blood of others : tor then muſt 
he often have ſuffered ſince the foundation of the 
world: but now once in the end of the world,hath he 
appeared to put away lin by the ſ{acrithce of himſelf, 
And as it is appointed unto men once to dy,but after 
this the judgement: ſo Chriſt was once »ffered to bear 
the ſins of many;& unto them that look for him,ſhall 
he appear the {econd time without ſin unto ſalvation.

Ow the feaſt of unleavened bread drew nigh, S- Luke 


whichis calledthe paſſover. And thechiet Prieſts, 
and ſcribes ſought how they might kill him; for they 
feared the people. Then entred Satan into Judas ſur- 
namedlſ{cariot,beingaf rhe numberof the twelve. And 
he went hisway,and communed withthe chief prieſts, 
andcaptains,how he mightbetray him unto them. And 
they were glad, &covenanted to give him money. And 
he promiſed & {ought opportunity to betray him un- 
to them. in the abſence of the multitude. Then came 
the day of unleavencd bread, when the patlover muſt 
be killed. And he ſent Peter and John,fayins,Goand 
Prepare us the paſlover, that we may eat. And they 
{aid unto him, Where wilt thou that we prepare? And 
he ſaid unto them, Behold, when ye arc cntred into 
the city,there ſhall a man meect you, bearing a pitcher 
of water;follow him into the houſe where he entreth 
in. And ye ſhall ſay unto the good-man of the houiet, 
The maſter ſaith unto thee, Where 1s the gueſt-cham- 
ber,wherel ſhall eat the pallover with my diſciples ? 
And he ſhall ſhew you a large upper-room furniſhed; 
there make ready.And they went,and found as he had 
ſaid unto them. And they made ready the paſlover. 
And when the hour was come, he fate down,and the 
twelve apoſtles with him. And he ſaid unto them, 
With defirel have deſired to eat this paſſover with 
you before I ſujter. For I ſay unto you, I will not any 
more eat thercof until it be fulfilledin the kingdomof 
God.And he took the cup,and gave thanks,and faid, 
Take this, and divide it among your ſelves.For I fay 
unto you,l will not drink of the fruit of the vine,until 
the kingdom of God ſhall come. And he took bread, 
and gavethanks,and brake it,and gave untothem, ſay-

ing, This is my body,which is given for you : this do ' 


in remembrance of me. Likewiſe alſo the cup after 


ſupper, ſaying, This cup 1s the new teſtament in my 
blood which 1s ſhed for you. But behold, the hang of 


him that betraycth me,is with me on the table. And 
truly the Son of man goeth as it was determined; bur

ed 
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wounto that man by whom he is betrayed : Andthey 
began to enquire among themſelves, which of them 1t 
wasthat ſhoulddo thisthing. Andtherewas alſoa ſtrife 
among them,which of them ſhould be accounted the 
greateſt. And he ſaid unto them, The kingsof theGen- 
tiles exerciſe lord{hip over them,6 they that exerciſe 
authority upon them, are called benefactors. But ye 
ſhall not be ſo; but he that is greateſt among you,let 
him be as the younger ; and he that ischief,as he that 
doth ſerve. For whether is greater, he that ſitteth at 
meat,or he that ſerveth?is nothe that ſitteth at meat? 
But 1 am among you as he that ſerveth. Ye are they 
which have continued with me in my temptations. 
And I appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father 
hath appointed unto me ; that ye may eat & drink at 
mytablein my kingdom,% ſit on thrones, judging the 
twelve tribes of lirael. And the Lord ſaid,Stmon,S1- 
mon,behold, Satan hath deſired to have you, that he 
may ſift you as wheat:But I have prayed for thee, that 
thy faith fail not; & when thouartconverted,[trength- 
en thy brethren. And he ſaid unto him, Lord,l am rea- 
dy to go with thee both into priſon & to death. And 
be ſaid, 1 tell thee Peter, the cock ſhall not crow this 
day. before thatthou ihaltthricedeny that thouknow- 
elt me. And he ſaid unto them, When 1 ſent you with- 
out purſe,& ſcrip,& ſhoes, lacked ye any thing ? And 
they ſaid, Nothing. Then ſaid he uato them,But now 
he that hath a purſe,let him take 1t, and likewiſe Is 
{crip:and he that hath no ſword,let him Jell his gar- 
ment,& buy one. For I {ay unto you,that this that 1s 
written,muſt yet be accompliſhed in me, And he was 
reckoned among the tranſgreflours: for thethingscon- 
cerning me have an end. And they ſaid, Lord, behold; 
here are two ſwords. And he ſaid unto them, It 1s e- 
nough.And he came out,and went,as he was wont to 
th2mountof Olives, &hisdiſciples alſo followed him. 
Anlwhen hewasatthe place,he ſaid unto them,Pray, 
that ye enter not into temptation. And he was with- 
drawnfrom them about a ſtones caſt, &kneeled down, 
& prayed, ſaying,Father,ifrhoubewilling,removethis 
cup from me : neverthels(s, not my will,but thine be 
done. And there appearedan angel unto him fromhea- 
ven,ſtrengthening him. Andbeing inanagony,hepray- 
ed more earneſtly; and his {iveat vas as it were great 
dropsof bloud falling down to the ground. And when 
he roſe up from prayer, & was cometo his difciples, 
he found them leeping for forrow,& ſaid unto them, 
Why ſleep ye?riſe and pray,leſt ye enter into tempta- 
tion. And while ke yet ſpake,bchold,a multitude,and 
he that was called Judas, one of the twelve, went be- 
fore them,& drew near unto Jeſus to kiſs hium.ButJe- 
ſus ſaid unto him, Judas, betrayeſtthou theSon of man 
with a kiſs? When they who were about him ſaw what 
would follow.they ſaid unto him,Lord,ſhall we ſmite 
with theſword?and one of them ſmote the ſervant of 
the high prieſt, & cut off his right ear. And Jeſus an- 
fwered & ſaid,Suffer ye thus far. And he touched his 
ear, &healedhim.ThenJeſus ſaid unto thechiet Prieſts 
and captains of the remple,and the elders who were 
come to him, Be ye come out as againſt a thiet,with 
ſwords and ſtaves? Whenl was daily with you 1n the 
temple,ye ſtretched forthno hands againlc me: but this 
is yourhour,& thepower of darkneſs. Then took they 
him,andled him,andbrought him into the highPrieſts 
houſe,andPeter followed afaroff. And when they had 
kindled a fire inthemidlſt of the hall,& wereſet down 
together, Peter ſat down among them, But a certain 


maid beheld him,as heſat by the fire,& earneſtlylooks 
ed upon him, and ſaid, This man was alſo with him. 
And hedenied him, ſaying, Woman,l know him not. 
Andaftera little whileanother ſawhim, & ſaid, Thou 
art allo of them. And Peter ſaid,Man,I am not. And a- 
bout the ſpace of one hour after, another confidently 
aſirmed,faying, Of a truth this fellow alſo was with 
him;for he is a Galilean. And Peter ſaid, Man, I know 
not what thou ſayeſt, And immediately while he yet: 
ſpake the cock crew. And the Lord turned,& looked 
uponPeter;& Peter remembredtheword of the Lord, 
how he had ſaid untohim, Before the cock crow thou 
fhalt deny me thrice : And Peter went out and wept 
bitterly. And themen that held Jeſus mocked him,and 
[mote him. And when theyhad blind-folded him,they 
ſtruck him on the face,& asked him, ſaying,Propheſic, 
who 1s1t that {mote thee? And many other thingsblaſ- 
phemoully ſpake they againſt him. And as ſoon as it 
was day,theelders of the people,and the chief prieſts, 
and the ſcribes came together, and led him into their 
councel,faying,Artthouthe Chriſt?rell us. And he faid 
unto them,IF 1 tell yon,you will not believe. And if 1 
alſo ask you, you will not anſwer me, nor let m2 20. 
Hereafcer ſhall the Son of man fit on tie right hand of 
the power of God. Then ſaid they all, Art thou then 
the Son of God? And he ſaid unto them, Ye ſay that 1 
am. And they ſaid, What nced we any further witneſs? 
lor we our (elves have heard of his own mouth.

; þa this that I declarc unto you,I praiſe you not, that 
you come tozether not for the better, but for the 
worſe. For hrlt of all, when ye come together in the 
Church, hear that there be diviſions among you,% 1 
partly believe it.For there multbe allo hereſics among 
you,that they who are approved, may be made mani- 
teſt among you. When ye come together therefore in- 
to one place,this is not to cat the Lords Supper : For 
in eating,every one taketh before other his own ſup- 
per,&cone is hungry, & another isdrunken. What have 
ye not houles to eat and to drink in? or deſpiſe ye the 
Church of God,and ſhame them that have not? What 
ſhall I ſay to you ? ſhall I praiſe you in this ? I praiſe 
you nor. For I have received of the Lord that which 
alloIdelhivereduntoyou, That theLord Jeſus, the ſame 
night in which he was betrayed,took bread, & when 
he had given thanks,he brake it,& ſaid, Take,cat;this 
is my body which is broken for you ; this do in re- 
membrance of me.Afrerthe fame manner alſohe took 
the cup when he had ſupped,ſaying, This cup is the 
new teſtament inmy blood:this do ye as oft asyedrink 
It 1n remembrance of me. For as often as ye eat this 
bread,6 drink this cup,ye doſhew the Lordsdeath till 
he come, Wherefore, whoſoever ſhall eat this bread, 
and drink this cup of the Lord unworthily, ſhall be 
guilty of the body and blood of the Lord. But let a 
man examine himſelf,and ſo let him eat of that bread, 
2nd drinkofthat cup. For he that eatcth and drinketh 
unworthily,cateth and drinketh damnation to him- 
ſelf,not diſcerning the Lords body.For this cauſe ma- 
ny are weak and ſickly among you, and many ſleep. 
For it we would judge our ſelves, we ſhould not be 
judged.But when we are judged, we are chaſtened of 
the Lord,that we ſhould not be condemned with the 
workd. Wherefore,my brethren, when ye come toge- 
ther to eat,tarry onefor another, And if any man hun-

ger,let him eat at home; that ye come not together 
unto condemnation. And the reſt will I ſet in order 
when I come.

T He wholemultitude of them aroſe,& ledhim unto 
Pilate. And they began to accuſe him,ſaying, We 
found this fellow perverting the nation,& forbidding 
to give tribute to Ceſar, ſaying, That he himſelf is 
Chriſt a king. And Pilate asked him,ſaying, Art thou 
the kingof the Jews/& heanſweredhim, & ſaid, Thou 
ſayeſt it. Then ſaid Pilate to the chiet -prielts, and to 
the people, I find no fault in this man. And they were 
the more hierce,ſaying,Heltirrethupthe people,teach- 
ing throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galilee, to 
this place. When Pilate heardof Galilee,heasked whe- 
ther the man werea Galilean. And as ſoon as he knew 
that he belonged untoHerods juriſdiction, he fent him 
to Herod, who himſelf was alto at Jeruſalem at that 
time. And when Herod ſaw Jeſus, hewas exceeding 
glad, for he was deſirous to fee him of a long lealon, 
becauſe he had heard many things of him,& he hoped 
to have {cen ſome miracle don? by him. Ihen heque- 
ſtioned with himin many words;but he anſweredhim 
nothing. nd the chief prieſts & ſcribes ſtood & vehe- 
mently accuſed him. And Herod with his men of war 
ſet himat nought, & mockedhim,and arayed him in 
a gorgeous robe,and ſent him again to Pilate. And the. 
ſame day Pilate and Herod werc made friends toge- 
ther, for before they were at enmity between them- 
ſelves. And Pilate when he had called together the 
chief prieſts,and the rulers,and the people, ſaid unto 
them, Ye have brought this man unto me, as one that 
perverteththepeople,&behold,lhavingexaminedhim 
beſore you,have found no fault in this man touching 
thoſe things whereof ye accuſe him: No,nor yet He- 
rod:for | {ent you to him, and lo,nothing worthy of 
death is done-unto him.l will therefore chaſtiſe him, 
and releaſe him. For of necellity he muſt releaſe one 
unto them at the feaſt. And they cryed out all at once, 
ſaying, Away with this man, and releaſe unto us Ba- 
rabbas: (who for a certain ſedition made 1n the city, 
and for murder was caſt in priſon ) Pilate therefore 
willing to releaſe Jeſus,ſpake again to them.But they 
cryed, ſaying,Crucifie him,crucihe him. And he ſaid 
untothemthethirdtime,\V hy,whatevil hath hedone? 
I have found no cauſe of death in him:I will therefore 
chaſtiſe him, and let him go. And they were inltant 
with loud voices,requiring that hemight be crucihed: 
And the voicesof them, & of the chief prieſts prevail- 
ed-And Pilate gave ſentence,that it ſhould be as they 
required. And he releaſed unto them,him that for ſe- 
dition & murder was caſt into priſon, whom they had 
aciired;but he deliveredJeſusto their will. Andasthey 
led him away , they laid hold upon one Simon a Cy- 
renian,coming out of the countrey,& on kim they laid 
the croſs, that he might bear itafrer .Jetus. And there 
followcd him a great company of people,& of wo- 
men,who alſo bewailed and lamented him. But Jefus 
turning untothem,ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem,weep 
not for me,but weep for your ſelves,& for your chil- 
dren.For behold,the days are coming, in which they 
ſhall ſay,Bleſled arethe barren,& the wombsthatnever 
bare, andthe paps which never gave ſuck. Thea ſhall 
they begin to ſay to the movntains,Fall on us;and to 
the hills,Cover ns. For if theydo theſe things ina green 
tree, what ſhall be done 1n the dry? And therewere al- 
ſo two other malefaCtors led with him to be put to 
death. And when they were come to the place which 


1s called Calvary,there they crucified him;& the ma- 
letaCtors, one on the right hand , & the other on the 
left. Then faid Jeſis, Father, forgive them, for they 
know not what theydo.And they parted his raiment, 
& caſt lots. And the people ſtood beholding;&the ru- 
lers alſo with them derided him, ſaying,he ſaved 0- 
thers,let him ſave himſelf, if he be Chriſt the choſen of 
God. And the ſouldiers alſo mocked him,coming to 
him,& offering him vineger, & ſaying,lf thou be the 
kingof the Jews,fave thy lelf. And a ſuperſcription al- 
ſo was written overhim in letters of Greek & Latine, 
and Hebrew, THIS1S THE KING OF THEJEWS. 
And one of the malefaCtors which were hanged,rail- 
ed on him,ſaying,lIf thou be Chrilt,ſave thy ſelf &us. 
But the other ani{wering, rebuked him, ſaying, Doſt 
not thou fear God, ſeeing thou art in the ſame con- 
demnation?And we indeed juſtly ; for we receive the 
due reward of our deeds,but this man hath done no- 
thing anuls.And he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord, remember 
me when thou comet into thy kingdom. And Jeſus 
ſaid unto him, Verily [ ſay unto thee, To day [halt 
thou be with me in paradiſe. And it was about the 
{1xth hour. And there was adarkneſs over all the earth 
until] the nineth hour. And tlie ſun was darkned,and 
the vail of the temple was rentin the midſt. And when 


Telus had cryed with a loud voice, he ſaid, Father, in- 


to thy hands I commend my ſpirit: & having ſaidthus, 
he gave up the gholt. Now when the centurion ſaw 
what was done,heglorihed God, faying,Certainlythis 
wasa righteous man. Andall the people that cameto- 
gether to that ſight, beholding the things that were 
done,{mote their breaſts & returned. And all his ac- 
quaintance,and the women that followed him from 
Galilee, ſtood afar off, beholding theſe things.

the worſhippers once purged, ſhould have had no 
more conſcience of fins. But in thoſe ſacrifices there 
is a remembrance again made of ſins every year, For 
it is not poſlible that the bloud of.bulls and of goats 
ſhould take away ſins: Wherefore when he cometh 
into the world, he ſaith, Sacrificeand offering, thou 
wouldeſt not,but a body haſt thou prepared me : In 
burnt-offerings,and ſacrifices for ſin thou halt had no 
pleaſure:then ſaid I, Lo,l come(ia the volume of the 
book it is written of me ) to do thy will,O God. A- 
bove,when he ſaid,Sacrifice and offering, and burnt- 
offerings,and offering for ſin thou wouldeſt not, ne1- 
ther hadſt pleaſure therein,which are offered by the 
law: Then ſaid he,Lo,I come to do thy wilLO God. 
He taketh away the firſt,that he may eſtabliſh the ſe- 
cond.By the which will weare ſanctihed,through the 
offering of the body of Jeſus Chriſt once for all. And 
every prieſt ſtandeth daily miniſtring, and offering 
oftentimes the ſame ſacrihces, which can never take 
away ſins.But this man after he had offered one ſa- 
crifice for ſins, forever ſat down onthe right hand of 
God ; from henceforth expecting till his enemies be 
made his foot-ſtool. For by one oitering he hath per- 
fected for ever them that are ſanCtified:Whereof the 
holy Ghoſt alſo is a witnels to us: For after that 
he had ſaid before, This 1s the covenant that I will 
make with them after thoſe days , faith the Lord, 
I will put my laws into their hearts, and in their 
minds will I write them ; and their fins and 1ni- 
quitics will I remember no more.Now where remil- 
1toa of theſe is, there 1s no more offering for lin, 
Having therefore, brethren boldneſs to enter into 
the holicſt by the blond of Jeſus, by a new and living 
way, which he hath conſecrated for us,through the 
vail,that 1s to ſay, his tieſh:and having an high prieſt 
over the houle of God, let us draw near with a true 
heart, in full aſſurance of faith, having our hearts 
ſprinkled from an cvil conſcience, and our bo- 
dies waſhed with pure water. Let us hold faſt the 
profeſſion of our faith without wavering: (for he is 
taithful that promiſed) And let us conſider one ano- 
ther to provokeunt9 love,and to good works;not for- 
ſaking the allembling of our ſelves together, as the 
inanner of ſome is; but exhorting one another: and fo 
mach the morc,as ye fee the day approaching. 
The Goſpel. 
[ate therefore took Jeſus, and ſcourged him. And 
the ſouldiers platted a crownof thorns, and putit 
on his head, & they put on hima purplerobe,and ſaid, 
Hail king of the Jews: and they {mote him with their 
hands.Pilate therefore went forth again,and faith un- 
to them, Behold, I bring him forth to you,that ye may 
knowthacl find no fault in him. Then cameJeſusforth, 
wearing the crown of thorns,& the purple robe. And 
Pilate ſaith unto them, Behold the man. When the 
chief prieſts thereſore,andofficers ſaw him,they cried 
oat, ſaying, Crucitie him, crucite him. Pilate faith 
unto them, Take ye him, and cructihe him : for I find 
no fault in him. The Jews anſwered him, We have a 
law, and by our law he ought to die, becauſe he made 
himſelfthe Son of God. When Pilate therefore heard 
that ſaying,he was the moreafraid ; and went again 
mto the judgment-hall, and ſaith unto Jeſus, Whence 
art thou ? but Jeſus gave him no anſwer. Then ſaith 
Pilate unto him,Speakelt thou not unto me? knowell 
thou not that I have power to crucifie thee, and have 
Power to releaſe thec?Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldelt 


have no power at all againſt me,exceptit were given 
thee from above:theretore he that delivered me unto 
thee, hath the greater ſin. And from thenceforth Pilate 
ſought to releaſe him : but the Jews cried out, ſaying, 
If thou let this man go, thou art not Ceſars friend - 
Whoſoever maketh himſelf a king, ſpeaketh againſt 
Ceſar. When Pilate therefore heard that ſaying, he 
brought Jeſus forth, and fat down in the judgment- 
leat,in a place that is called the Pavement, but in the 
Hebrew,Gabbatha. And it was the preparation of the 
pallover,and about the ſixth hour : and he ſaith unto 
theJews, Behold,your king.But they cried out, Away 
with him, away with him, crucifhe him. Pilate faith 
unto them,Shall I crucihe your king? The chief prieſts 
anſwered,We have no king but Ceſar. Then deliver- 
ed he him thereforc unto them to be crucified : and 
they took Jeſus and led him away. And he bearing his 
croſs, went forth into a place called the place of a 
{cull,which is called in the Hebrew,Golgotha: where 
they crucified him,and two other with him, on either 
ſide one, and Jeſus in the midſt. And Pilate wrote a 
title, and put it on the croſs. And the writing was, 
JESUS OF NAZARETH THE KING OF THE 
JEWS. This title then read many of the Jews:for the 
place where Jeſus was crucified was nigh to the city: 
and it was written in Hebrew,and Greek,and Latine. 
'Then faid the chief prieſts of the Jews toPilate, Write 
not, The king of the Jews;but that he ſaid,l am the 
king of theTews.Pilate anſ{wered,whatl have written, 
I have written- T hen theſouldiers, when they had cru- 
cihed Jeſus,took his garments, (and made four parts, 
to every ſuuldier a part) and alſo his coat : now the 
coat was without ſeam,woven from the top through- 
out. They ſaid therefore among themſelves,Let usnot 
rend It, but caſt lots for it, whoſe it ſhall be : that the 
{cripture might be fulhlled, which ſaith, They parted 
my raiment among them, and for niy veſture they did 
calt lots. Theſethings therefore the ſouldiersdid.Now . 
there ſtood by the croſs of Jeſus, his mother, and his 
mothers ſiſter, Mary the wite of Cleophas, and Mary 
Magdalene, When Jeſus therefore ſary his mother,and 
the diiciple ſtanding by, whom he loved, he faith unto 
his mother, Woman, Behold thy ſon. Then faith he to 
the diſciple,Behold thy mother. And from that hour 
that diſciple took her unto his own home. After this, 
Jeſus knowing that all things were now accompliſh- 
ed.that the ſcripture might be fulfilled, ſaith,I thirſt, 
Now there was ſet a veſlel fullof vineger:and they h1- 
led a ſpunge with vineger:andpur it upon hyilop,and 
put it to his mouth. V Vhen Jeſus therefore had recei- 
ved the vineger,he ſaid, It is finiſhed : and he bowed 
his head,and gave up the ghoſt. The Jews therefore, 
becauſe it was the preparation , that the bodies 
ſhould not remain upon the croſs on the ſabbath-day 
(for that ſabbath-day was an high day)beſought Pi- 
late that their legs might be broken and that they 
might betaken away.Thericame the ſouldiers,6& brake 
the legs of the firſt, & of the other which was crucihied 
with him-But when they came to Jeſus,and ſaw that 
he was dead already,they brake not his legs.But on& 
of the ſouldiers with a ſpear pierced hisſide,6& forth- 
with came there out bloud & water. And he that ſaw 
itbare record, & his record istrue:& he knoweth that 
he ſaith true, that ye might belicve. For theſe things 
weredonethat the ſcriptureſhould be fulfilled, Abone 
of him ſhall not be broken-And again,another SCrip- 


ture ſaith, They ſhall look on him whom they pic ys 
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Eaſter day.

Teſus Chriſt, ( heisLord of all) That word (1 ſay ) 
you know, which was publiſhed throughout all Judea, 
and began from Galilee, after the baptiſm which 
John preached: How God anointed Jeſus of Nazareth 
with the holy Ghoſt and with power, who went a- 
bout doing good,and healing all that were oppreſſed 
of the devil: for God was with him. And weare wit- 
neſles of all things which he did, both in the land of 
the Jews,and in Jeruſalem, whom they ſlew andhang- 
cd on a tree: Him God raiſed up the third day, and 
ſhewed him openly ; not to all the people, but unto 
vwitneſſes choſen before of God,even to us who did eat 
and drink with him after he aroſe fromthe dead.

Ehold two of his diſciples went that ſame dayto a 
village called Emmaus, which was from Jerulalem 


about threeſcore furlongs. And they talked togetherof | 


all theſe things which had happened. And it came to 
paſs,thatwhile they communedtogether,& reaſoned, 
]cſvs himſelf drew near, and went with them. But 
their eyes were holden that they ſhould not know 
him. Andhe ſaid unto them, What manner of commu- 
@1cations are theſe that ye have one to another, as ye 
walk and are ſad? And the one of them, whole name 
was Cleopas,aniwcring,faid unto him, Art thou only 
- ſtranger inJeruſalem,and halt not known thethings 
v1ich are come to pals therc in tncſe days ? And he 
jaid unto them, What things? And they ſaid unto him, 
Concerning Jeſus of Nazareth, who was 1 prophet 
mighty in deed znd word, before God and atl the peo- 
ple: And how the chief prieſts,2nd our rulers deliver- 
ed him to be condemned to death, and have crucihed 
him. But we truſted that it had been he, who ſhould 
have redeemed Iſracl:and beſide al this,to day 1s the 
third day ſince theſe things were done. Yea,& certain 
women alſo of our company made us aſtoniſhed, who 
werecarly at the ſepulcker,and when they found not 
his body,they came, ſaying, that they had allo ſeen a 
viſion ofangels,vw hich {aid that he was alive. And cer- 
tain of them who were with vs,wenttothe i HA 
and found it even ſo as the women had faid ; but him 
they ſaw not. Then he ſaid unto them,O fools, or ſlow 
of heart to believe all that the prophets have ſpoxen! 
ought not Chrilt to haveſuttered theſe things, Xtoen- 
ter into his glory? And beginning at Moſes,and all the 
prophets, heexpoundel unto theminzalltheſcriptures, 
thethings concerning himſelf. And theydrew nigh un- 
to the village, whither they went; And he made as 
thoughh2 would have gone further. Butthey conſtrain- 
ed him,ſaying, Abide with us, for it is towards eve- 
ning,& the day is far ſpent: And he went in to tarry 
with th:m.And it came to paſ,ashe ſat at meat with 
them,he took bread,and bleſſed it,& brake,& gave to 
them, And their eyes wcre opened,&they kneiy him, 
& he yaniſhed out of their fight. And they ſaid one to 
another, Did not our heart burn within us, while he 
talked with us by the way, & while he opened to us 
the ſcriptures?

Marvel not that I ſaid unto thee, Ye muſt 
be born again, The wind bloweth where it liſteth, 
and thou heareſt the ſound thereof ; but canlt not 
tell whence it cometh, and whither 1t goeth ; . fo is 
every one that is born of the Spirit. Nicodemus an- 
ſwered and ſaid unto him, How can theſe things be ? 
Teſus anſwered and ſaid unto him, Art thou a maſter 
of 1ſracl,and knoweſt not theſe things ? Verily,ve- 
rily,l ſay unto thee, We ſpeak that we do know,and 
teſtifie that we have ſeen, and ye receive not our 
witneſs.

table : moreover the dogs came and licked his ſores. 
Andit came to pals thatthe begger died, and was 
carried by the angels into Abrahams boſom : the rich 
man alſo died and was buried. And in hell he liſt up 
his eyes, being in torments,and ſeeth Abraham afar 
oft,and Lazarus in his boſom. And he cried,and ſaid, 
Father Abraham;have mercy on me, and ſend Laza- 
rus,that he may dip the tip of his finger in water,and 
cool my tongue, for I am tormented in this flame.

But rhe 
ſame ſervant went out and found one of his fellow- 
ſervants, who ought him an hundred pence; and he - 
laid hands on him, and took him by the throat, ſay- 
ing, Pay me that thou oweſt. And his fellow-ſervant 
fell down at his feet, and beſought him,ſaying, Have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee all. And he 
would not; but went and caſt him into priſon,till he 
ſhould pay the debt.So when his fellow-ſervants ſaw 
what was done,they were very ſorry, and came and 
told unto their Jord all that was done.

ton againſt you. It is an caſie matter for a man to 


ſay,l will not communicate, becauſe I am otherwile 
hindred with worldly bufineſs. But ſuch excuſes are 
not ſocalily accepted and allowed before God. If any 


man ſay,l am a grievous ſinner,and therefore am at- . 


1aid to come: Wherefore thendo ye not repent and 
amend ? When God calleth you,are ye not aſhamed 
to ſay you will not come ? when ye ſhould return to 
God, will ye excufe your ſelves,” and ſay ye are not 
ready ?Conlider earneſtly with your ſelves, hew little 
ſuch feigned excuſes will avail before God. They that 
refuſed the icait in the Goſpel , becauſe they had 
bought a farm,or would try their yokes of oxen, or 
becauſe they were married, were not ſo excuſed.,but 
counted unworthy of the heavenly feaſt. I for my 
part ſhall be ready,and according to mine office,l bid 
you in the name of God,l call you in Chriſts behalf, 
I exhort you,as you love your own falvation,that ye 
will be partakers of this holy Communion. And as 
the Sonof God did vouchſafe to yield up his ſoul by 
death upon the croſs for your ſalvation: ſo it is your 
duty to receive the Communion in remembrance of 
the ſacrihce of his death,as he himielfhath comman- 
ded : which if ye ſhall neglect todo, conſider with 
your ſelyes, how great injury ye do unto God, and 
how ſore puniſhment han 2eth over your heads for the 
ſame;when ye wilfully abſtain from the Lords Table, 
and ſeparate from your brethren, who come to feed 
on the banquet of that moſt heavenly food. Theſe 
things if ye earneſtly conſider,ye will by Gods grace 
return to a better mind: For the obtaining whereof, 
we ſhall not ceaſe to make our humble petitions un- 
to Almighty God our heavenly Father.

Chriſt and his Church ; which holy eſtate Chriſt ad- 
orned and beautified with his preſence, & firſt mira- 
cle that he wronght in Cana of Galilee, and is com- 
mended of Saint Paul to be honourable among all 
men ; And therefore isnot by any to be enterprized, 
nor taken in hand unadviſedly, lightly, or wantonly

Saint Paul in his Epiſtle to the Epheſians, the fifth 
Chapter,doth give this commandment to all merried 
men, Husbands, love your wives, even as Chriſt alſo 
loved the Church , and gave himſelf for it , that he 
might ſanCtifie and cleanſe it with the waſhing of wa- 
ter,by the word ; that he might preſent it tohimſelf 
a glorious Church,not having ſpot or wrinkle,or any 
ſach thing ; but that it ſhould be holy, and withour 
blemiſh. So ought men to love their wives , as 
their own bodies : He that loveth his wife , loveth 
himſelf. For no man ever yet hated his own fleſh; 
but nouriſheth and cheriſheth 1t , even as the Lord 
the Church : For we are members of his body,of his 
fleſh,and of his bones. For this cauſe ſhall a man leave 
his father and mother , and ſhall be joyned unto his 
wife, and they two ſhall be one fleſh, This is a great 
myſtery ; but I ſpeak concerning Chriſt and the 
Church. Nevertheleſs, let every one of you in particu- 
lar ſo love his wife, even as himſelf. 

Likewiſe the ſame Saint Paul writing to the Coloſ- 
ſians, ſpeaketh thusto all men that are married, Hus- 
bands love your wives, and be not bitter againſt 
them. 

Hear alſo what St. Peter the Apoſtle of Ohriſt,,who 
was himſelf a married man, ſaith unto them that are 
married, Ye husbands,dyell with your wives accord- 
ins to knowledge, giving honourunto the wife, as 
unto the weaker veſlel, and as being heirs together 
of the grace of life, that your prayers be not hin- 
dred; 

Hitherto ye have heard the duty of the Husbandto- 
ward the wife. Now likewiſe, ye wives, hear and learn 
your duties toward your husbands,even as it is plain- 
Iy ſet-forth in holy Scripture. . 

S2int Paul in the aforenamed: Epiſtle to the Ephe- 
ſans, teacheth you thus; Wives, ſubmit your ſelves 
unto your own husbands, as unto the Lord. For the 
husband is the head of the wife, even as Chrilt is the 
head of the Church : and he 1s the Saviour of the 
body. Therefore as the Church is ſubject unto Chriſt, 
ſo let the wives be to their own husbands in every 
thing.- And againhe faith ; Let the wife ſee that ſhe 
reverence-her hu3band. 

And in his Epiſtle to the Coloſſians,Saint Paul giveth 
you this ſhort leſſon, Wives, ſubmit your ſelves unto 
your own husbands, as it is fit in the Lord. 

Saint Peter alſo doth inſtruCtt you very well, thus 
faying, Ye wives, be'in ſubjection toyour own huf- 
bands; that if any obey not the word, they alſo may 
without the word be won by the converſation of the 
wives ; while they behold your chaſte converſation 
coupled with fear. VVhoſe adorning,-let 1t not be 
that outward adorning, of plaiting the hair, and of 
wearing of gold,or of putting on of apparel, but let 
it be the hidden man of the heart, in that which 1s 


not corruptible, even the ornament of a meek and 


quiet ſpirit, which is in the ſight of God of great 
price. For after this manner in the.old time, the ho- 


Iy women alſo who truſted in God, adorned them- 

ſelves, being in ſubjection unto their own husbands ; 

even as Sarah obeyed Abraham, calling him Lord ; 

whoſe daughters ye areas long as ye do well,and are 

not afraid with any amazement.
